REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art, alone or in combination, teaches the Applicant's invention of a toothbrush 
brushhead assembly comprised of a toothbrush stem, a bristle plate having a cavity and 
a duck bill valve assembly which includes at least two duck bill valves and a flexible 
flange member joining the valves in a unitary assembly such that the valves are flexibly 
movable relative to each other and the unitary assembly is insertable into and 
removably from the cavity as a unit. It is noted that the phrase "toothbrush brushhead 
assembly" is considered to define a brushhead assembly for a conventional toothbrush. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
